WHY NOT OUR CANADIAN 
BOYS 


The Federal Department of Immi- 
gration and Colonization have evolved 
plans for the settlement of British 
boys in Canada under the auspices of 
the Dominion, Provincial and British 
Governments, 

The plan is briefly as follows: 

British boys between the ages of 
15 and 20 are selected and are 
brought to Canada free of all trans- 
portation charges. They are then 
placed on farms at a minimum wage 
of $10 per month and larger sums as 
their earning powers increase. 


Now this is the clause in the plan 
we wish particularly to call our read- 
ers attention to: 

A loan of $2500.00 

“When the boy has attained a 
practical knowledge of farm 
work and livestock, has become 

21 years of age, and has saved 

up the sum of $500, the Domin- 

ion, Provincial and British Gov- 
ernments, under a joint agree- 
ment will grant him a loan of 

$2500.00 for the purchase of a 

farm of his own. The saving of 

$500.00 is required as evidence of 
the boy’s industry and thrift. The 
loan of $2500.00 is to be repaid 
over a period of twenty years 
with interest at five per cent.” 

This looks like a good plan to 
get British boys to come to Can- 
ada and take up farming. 

We have in Canada many farmers 
sons who, through lack of funds and 
encouragement, are compelled to 
leave the farm. The Canadian boys 
are well trained farmers with, a 
knowledge of Canadian farming 
methods and Canadian ideals, who are 
already good Canadain_ citizens 
anxious to continue on the farm and 
build up homes for themselves, but 
because of the difficulties of getting 
started and securing a farm of their 
own, become discouraged and drift 
away to the cities and in many in- 
stances leave Canada for the United 
States, where because of their Cana- 
dian nationality they are welcomed 
with open arms, 

The number of Canadian young 
men who leave Canada each year for 
the United States is appaling, and 
the fact that we as Canadians have 
raised up these boys, given them the 
benefits of ou educational system 
and made them good men for any 
country, represents an economic loss 
to Canada that cannot be estimated. 


The juvenile branch of the Depart- 
ment of Immigration states that since 
1868 approximately 85,000 children 
have been brought to Canada from 
Great Britain. This number is only 
a fraction of the total Canadian boys 
who have left Canada in that period 
for the United States, 

It is high time that the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments, instead 
of expending so much energy and 
money on inducing people to come to 
Canada, bend their efforts to keep our 
young Canadians in Canada and for 
Canada. 


Give to every Canadian farm- 
ers son, over 21 years of age, 
who has saved $500, a loan of 
$2500, re-payable over a period 
of 20 years at five per cent., for 
the purpose of purchasing a farm 
and instead of being anxious to 
leave the farms, these young men
